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DETAILED ACTION 
Speciflcation 

1 . The disclosure Is objected to because of the following informalities: pg.8, par.39, 
line 4: delete "26" and insert -32-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections • 35 use § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl<ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-4,7-19,21 -27, and 30-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over DuBois (U.S. 2,422.534) in view of Bolle (U.S. 5,138,723). DuBois 
discloses the invention substantially as claimed. DuBois teaches goggles comprising a 
plastic housing 10 with an arcuate upper surface with a first end and second end, a 
substantially planar frontal surface 11, a centrally disposed nose bridge 16, and a first 
and second lower panel disposed opposite the nose bridge, an end of the first and 
second lower panel connecting with the arcuate upper surface first and second end. 
Goggle support means in the forni of a rearward extension of the arcuate upper surface 
and the lower panel proximate the first end and the second end of the arcuate upper 
surface, with the rearward extension operably securing the goggle to the head of the 
wearer. The arcuate upper surface, substantially planar frontal surface, and at least an 
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anterior portion of the first and second lower panels are comprised of a transparent 
material (coLI, lines 57-60. col.2. lines 1-4). The posterior edge of the arcuate upper 
surface is contoured to conform to the topography of the wearer's face (col. 2, lines 13- 
1 5). The support means appear to extend reanvardly between about 3 and 5 inches 
from the planar frontal surface and the arcuate upper surface and lower panels reduce 
refraction of light as perceived by the eyes of the wearer. The planar frontal surface 
appears to extend outwardly from the eye of the wearer about 3 centimeters such that 
the frontal surface could accommodate a pair of glasses. An interior surface is defined 
by the arcuate upper surface, substantially planar frontal surface, the nose bridge, the 
first and second lower panel and the support arms. The arcuate upper surface and first 
and second lower panels increase the field of vision of the wearer. However, DuBois 
doesn't teach vent means disposed adjacent the nose bridge and within the goggle 
support means. Bolle teaches goggles with vent means 48 comprising a plurality of

openings disposed adjacent the nose bridge. Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the goggles of DuBois with the vent means 
taught by Bolle, in order to prevent fogging of the goggle's planar frontal surface. 




Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 5, 6, 20, 28, and 29 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in Independent fomn including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
